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Norstad Says 


Russia Could Not 
Destroy All Bases 


N A T O Commander 
Says Attack Would 
Bring Retaliation 


WASHINGTON 
IP1—Gen. 
Lourls 
Norstad, supreme commander of 
NATO military forces, said today 
it would be impossible for Russia 
to destroy all of the thousands of 
retaliatory bases ringing that colin 
try. 


In a copyrighted interview with 
I 
S, News &. World Report, Nor 
stad said a Soviet attack—“ wheth 
cr by missih 
or otherwise” — 
would bring instant destruction on 
the Soviets “ of a very high or­ 
de r.” 
“ An 
aggressor would have to 
destroy thousands of places simul 
taneously—every air base, 
every 
missile site — to escape retalia 
tion,” he said 
“ As we go along 
and add missile launchers, there 
will be increasing 
thousands of 
places an aggressor would have to 
destroy in one blow.” 


“ No aggressor can do this,” Nor­ 
stad said. 
“ It is impossible . . 
either now or in the future ” 
Weapons Fully Effective 


The NATO military chief said 
the 
West's 
retaliatory 
power is 
“ fully effective’’ with its manned 
bombers, base system, and “ mis­ 
siles with ranges of hundreds of 
miles that . . . are actually de­ 
ployed right now” in Europe. 


He said the Free World's strik­ 
ing power would continue to be 
improved in time with the addi 
tion of ballistic missiles and bet­ 
ter manned aircraft. 
Meanwhile, Vice President Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon urged Americans 
to come away from their “ weeping 
wall” over failure of the first U. 
S. satellite launching and “ get be 
hind our missile people.” 
Scorning any 
“ defeatist" atti 
tude, Nixon 
assured 
Americans 
that the Florida misfire did not 
mean 
the 
nation 
suddenly 
was 
“ bankrupt of brains.” 
Urges Budget Boost 
Sen. 
Henry

Wash.) urged that the defense bud­ 
get be boosted 50 per cent to in 
elude funds for a fleet of IOO atom 
ic submarines capable of launching 
ballistic missiles.

Federation Opens 
Annual Meeting; to 
Oppose Gov't Curbs 


CHICAGO TP) — The American 
Farm Bureau Federation, the na­ 
tion’s 
largest 
farm 
organization, 
met in annual convention Jodav at 
what 
its 
president 
called 
“the 
crossroad of naiional agricultural 
policy.” 
The I D million-member federa­ 
tion. always cool to federal govern­ 
ment controls, opened four days of 
.sessions amid indications it would 
take an increasingly strong stand 
against government curbs on the 
farmer. 


Charles B. Shuman. Sullivan. 111., 
president of the AFBF, called it 
“a critical 
hour for agriculture” 
and said “ American farmers are 
at the crossroad of national agri 
cultural policy.” 
“The big question facing voting 
delegates at this convention will 
be: 
How' do we move away from 
further encroachment by the fed­ 
eral government on agriculture’s 
economic decisions?-’ Shuman said. 
Shuman said the present farm 
price support and control program 
is a “demonstrated failure.” 
He 
said “only a dent” Has been made 
in the stockpile of surplus farm 
products and “new farm income 
has been pinched between reduced 
farm prices and rising operating 
and marketing cost at a time when 
most other segments of the econ­ 
omy have been enjoying general 
prosperity.” 
The convention's resolutions com­ 
mittee. which has been deliberat­ 
ing for nearly a week behind clos 
ed doors, was reported 
working 
under strong urging from Shuman 
to speak out sharply against con 
trois. 
The committee was scheduled to 
begin presenting resolutions at the 
first general session of the coneen 
tion Tuesday, but major decisions 
on national farm policy were not 
expected 
before 
Wednesday 
or 
Thursday. 
Today was devoted to conferenc­ 
es in special interest fields such 
as dairy, field crops, fruits and veg­ 
etables. livestock and poultry and 
meetings of farm bureau women 
and youth groups. 
Shuman was expected to amplify 
his ideas on what course agricul­ 
ture should take in his annual ad 
dress Tuesday morning. 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra T. 
Benson will address the convention 
Wednesday.

For NATO Parley 


President W ill 
Return to White 
House This Afternoon 


GETTYSBURG, Pa. (U P )— Pres 
ident Eisenhower will undergo a 
full scale medical examination at 
the White House Tuesday after­ 
noon 
to 
determine 
whether 
he 
should go to the Paris NATO coun- 
jcil meeting. 


The President has been resting 
here since last Thursday night. He 
was scheduled to motor back to 
Washington this afternoon. 
White 
House 
Press 
Secretary 
James C Hagerty said he expect* 
the White House will make public 
their 
findings shortly after the 
examination. A group of physi­ 
cians, including neurologists, will 
begin, following the examination, 
what Hagerty described as a “con* 
sultation" at 1:30 p.m. c s t. Tuea- 
day. 
Hagerty said he does not expect 
the President to hold a news con­ 
ference Wednesday. 
Eisenhower 
last met with reporters on Oct. 30. 
Hagerty continued to shrug off 
reports that the President might 
resign. 
He was asked specifically today 
about 
a 
statement 
by 
Gardner 
Cowles, 
president 
of 
th* 
De* 
Moines. Iowa. Register and Trib* 
line Co., that Eisenhower might 
retire and that the chief executive 
is not as well as published report* 
indicate. 
“It 
is 
remarkable 
how

people there are that don’t know 
anything 
about 
the 
President’* 
case who are remarking on it," 
Hagerty said. 
“ As for the President’s condition 
today, 
Haggerty *aid, “he feel* 
okay.” 
The press secretary said Sunday 
that 
Eisenhower “certainly” has 
benefited by his day* of rest i t 
the farm. 
Eisenhower, who suffered a mild 
stroke two weeks ago today, want* 
very much to attend the 
Pari* 
meeting of the heads of stat* of 
North Atlantic Treaty nations. As 
of now. and pending the medical 
exam, he believes he is physically 
up to the task. 
If his doctors do not give him 
a goahead to attend the m eeting, 
they will in effect be saying that 
Eisenhower is not now up to head­ 
ing an important diplomatic mis­ 
sion. 
Apparently to clear the way for 
his possible attendance at Paris, 
the 
President 
planned 
a 
busy 
schedule for Tuesday and W ednes­ 
day. Among other things, he will 
met with his cabinet, the National 
Security Council and with his eco­ 
nomics advisers.

In the latter part r f 1954, the 
man who did the pioneer work on

Condon, drove from Corning, N 
Y„ to Washington in his station 
v agon to deliver a new nose cone 
to the Navy.

how­ 
ever, refused to accept it. 


It had called in Dr .Condon and 
asked 
him 
to put 
his inventive 
genius to work devising the new’ 
missile cone. 
It needed the nose 
badly. 
But now it ’efused to a c­ 
cept it. 
Behind 
this 
paradoxical 
posi­ 
tion was one of the most sham e­ 
ful 
chains 
of 
events in 
United 
States government. 
It illustrates 
why scientis ts were driven out of 
government and why the U. S. A

and Condon’s 
boss. defended him 
Condon was 
cleared. 
But eventually, tired of 
being hit over the head he. like so 
many other scientists, decided to 
get out of government.

e' er, he had to clear another lev 
ally 
investigation,

Eisenhower 
thought sn highly of Condon that

Nixon even made a speech in 
the 1954 campaign boasting now 
he had forced Condon’s security 
clearance to be revoked.

Stratton Urges

Traffic Safety 


W ASHINGTON (U P) 
Illinois 
Gov, William G. Stratton today 
urged that the automobile industry 
and 
related businesses step 
up 
their research in the prevention 
of traffic accident®, 
If the highway death toll is not 
reduced, Stratton warned, the fed­ 
eral government may step in and 
clamp controls on industries serv­ 
ing the motoring public, such as 
placing a limit on horsepower. 
Stratton, chairman of the Na 
tional 
Governors’ 
Conference, 
made his remarks in a speech 
prepared for delivery at the public 
officials traffic safety conference 
of the President’s Committee for 
traffic Safety. 
He said industries, such as auto 
mobile manufacturers, oil compa­ 
nies and 
auto insurance 
firms, 
while already contributing greatly, 
can do even more in the drive for 
traffic safety. 
“ I suggest that research by these 
firms and industries he tripled, 
quadrupled." Stratton said. "I sug­ 
gest that through the formation 
of

foundations 
and 
methods ot financial help they can 
aid our universities and colleges 
in the same programs.” 
Stratton said “ we do not know 
vet the motivation that so often 
brings about bad, dangerous driv 
ing, nor have we yet found a really 
successful way to make each driver 
aware of his individual respon­ 
sibility.”
